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QIANTS, DWARFS, AND FAIRIES.

« Cornwall iz one of the most original and on»
of .the most un-linglish of English counties, |t
in am isolated Celtie distriot, abutting on the old
Saxon frontler, Clinging to the piat, jealons of
the pew, the Corplsh mumners and fshermen,
atay-at-homes (hemselves, and unvisited by
mhany strangers, have retained among thom
more old logends and traditions of the past than
even the Weish or the Highlanders,

1o soveral pars of Cornsall there still axist

rocks, #ala to bave been used by the glants
when hurling or piaying ot athletio gnmes, The
Titans of Treerobben and B(. Michael's Mount
oitén mel Lo play at “bob-buttons,”™ Tho throw
whs erally made from Trecrobben Hill, and
tha Motunt was the “bob,” on which huge slubs
of rock served for the buttons, Hohourn ol
the Oalrn was a giant, who is said to have mar
ried a farmer’s daughter. Onee, when watching
some Cornlshmen hurling he was s0 ploased st
the gamwe made by & young peasant that ln sheor
goodmntme he killed him by patting him on the
end. The giant of Trebigean wis & muoh loss
bepevolont son of Anak. He ia sald to have
dined every day on children whom he fried on a
flat rock outside hiz cave. His arms were so
long (hat be would snnteh the aailors from ships
passing by the Land's End; and sometimes,
aiter having had his fun, replace thom ngain,

In some of these *“drolls,” it is too evident
that the story-teller has well earned his name by
boaving embroldered the old legend, and that,
too, pretty handsomely. Of these aberrations
from truth, the Listory of “Tow and the Ginnt
Blonderbuss' (s a palnful example. Tom was &
lazy young giant uear Havle, and his unwieldy
rival lived in a castle towards St Ives, Tom, In
driving & wagon full ol beer from market, tres-
passed on the glwot's terrivory. The glant
attaocked him with his club, which huppened to
be u yourg elm 1ree; Tom fought him with A
wheel und an sxle-tree, and eventunily run nim
through the body with the pole. As & reward
for his fair Aghtivg and courage, the giant lott
Tom all the gold, copper, and tin in his castle.
This ronorous gant tigured for centuries in the
old guise-dances ut Cormsh leativals, The ginnt
Bolster was nnother bero of Titunic days, He
lived on Bt, Aunes Beacon Hill, and the earih.
work near Trovensunance Portn still bears hie
name, This monster conld stund with one foot
on St. Agnes Deacon, and the other on Carn
Brea Hills, six miles upurt. A bad husband, he
employed his wile In uurr}inf and removing
blocks of granite from hill to hill, Ile fell
love with St Agnes, aud that virtuous lady,
weary of his imporiunitics, offered to warry him
if he would £11a hole in the el at Chapel Porlh
with his blood; bul ue the hole opened intotha
sea. unknown to the obtuse and unobservantgiant,
he fell o vietim to his love. The red stalo still
vimble in the chif shows where the deluge of
blood once poured. Nor was the glant of Goran,
who dug the huge intrenchment there, twenty
feet broad, and twenty-tour teet high, in one
night, one whit wiser, The latter tend beiog
ill, called in asubtle doctor, who played bhim the
old trick, He prew at lnst so weak, thut the
great moedieine-mun kicked him over the eliff
and killed him. The promoutory la still catlel
the Dodman or the Doud Man, The Cupboard,
o curfon® gorge on the coast near Portwreath,
was once the eavern ol the ginnt Wrath, who
waited there for wreeks and drifts, Wadlnge out
to sew, ho used to tie the boats to his girdle,
wilk hack to his den, and there devour the Inck-
less fishermen. Juok the Tinkeard figures largely
in the giant stories, He was a friend of that Tom
who slew Blunderbuss, and was remarkable tor
a bull's-hide coat, which was as tough as iron.
He thrashed Tom at singlestick, and taughbt him
to draw a bow with wes, 80 as Lo kil
hares and kids that were almost out of
eight, Juck drove the enchanter Pengerswick
out of his eastle, and dog a pit for a vicious old
gant at Morva, Inte which Jack’s enemy fell,
and broke his wicked old neck.

Very much akin to the giauts, though dating
only from the seventeenth century, is the
Demon Trogeagle, that terror of Cornish chil-
dren, This demon, when in the flesh, was the
steward to a lord down Bodmin-way; be de-
stroyed deeds, forged titles, and persecuted the
poor, As o magistrute, he put to death Inno-
cent persons, to hide his own iniquities: as a
landlord, he was rapacious, grinding, and un.
scrupulous. He is reported to have murdered
his sistor, and broken the hearts of his wives
and children. On one occasion, hie ﬂEirit is
said 10 have been called into court as the wit-
mess in & case of a digputed title to some land.
Reluctant to retire, the lawyers und churchmen
were at last compelled to bind Tregeagzle to
empty out Dosmery pool with a pierced limpet-
shell, The Dosmery is a black, lonely pool oun
the Bodmin moors. One night, chased by
demons and hell-hounds;, Tregeagle fled to
Ronch rock, thrust his bead in at the cast win-
dow of the chapel, and implored help of the
hermit, The monks of Bodmin then gathered
together, and gent the erring spirit ts the shore
at Pudstow to make trusses ol sand, and ropes
of the same moterial, with which to bivd them,
Every night he rackn them together; every day
the breakers roll them level agnin, Worn out
with his howlings, the priest of Padstow ban-
Jehed him 1o Bareppa, and there condemned him
$0 carry sncks of sands across the estuary of the
Loo, nand empty them at Porthleven, till the
beach was clean dewn to the rocks. PBvery
night the aweep of the Loo round towards the
Lizard effaced the poor cresture’s labors. One
night, however, the mocking devils tripped up
the sack-bearer, and so Tregeagle fell, and the
sand pouring out, raised the bar (hat destroyed
the harbor of Helstone Once more banished,
the unjust steward was sentenced to sweep the
eands from Portcurnow Cove round Tol Peden-
Penwith headland. There Tregeagle etill labors,
His roarings are heard dunng the coming
storms, and on the moors his shrieks plerce the
pight-winds,

The “merry maids,” or mermalde, Agure as
Mrgely in Cornish as they do In Dreton mytho-
logy. They are descended from the Greek
Birens und the Norse walerspiris, 6 and are
firmly believed in ull through the tin country,
Morva, 4 pansh between Zennor aud B, Just, s
famous for them; nnd families still exist there
who are supposed to have received gits from
them. At Morva they are secn as “‘ladies” om
the rocks, golng from tho shore (o isolated reets,
or weeping and walling oo the beach.

Pad=tow harbor is sand to have been choked
with sand by a wermaid, in revenge for being
shot nt by a fishermoan. The town of Seaton,
near Looe, was, tradition also saye, overwhelmed
with gand for a simiiar renson. Near the beau-
tiful serpentine cove of Lamorun, not far trom
the Lizard CHff, o lady shows hersell previons
10 & slorm with comb, mwirror, and other fitting
decorations, to compensate for the fsh's wil,
Before a wreck, she has beem heard singing
plaintively, the moaning spirits along the shore
echoing her lamentations, Young men are
known to have swom ofl to the roek that she
haunts, lured by her songs; bur they bave pever
returned,

At Uury, near the Lizard, there exists o tradl-
tior. An old man walking in a retiesd cove,
came suddenly upon & rock on which wa' seaied
& beautiful girl, with falr hailr so long that it
covered her whole body. Alurmed at the in-
trugion, the mermaid slid off the rock inte 4 doep
transparent pool, and there, eryiag, angry, and
frighténed, held & parkey., It appeared she had
etrayed from her husband and family, who were
asleep out of the reach ot the hot sinshine, in n
cave at Kynance Cove,  She implored the cld
man to take hor on his back to the sea, a- there
was u dry bar of sand now stretching between
her and her watery home. For thig favor, she
gave him her comb, and the power to bresk
witches' spells, to charm diseases, 1o diseover
thieves, and to resiore stolen goods, Whenever
alterwards the old man wished o see his young
friend, he had only to go to the hall-tide rock,
and comb the water with the mermaid's comb,

He siterwards carried the water-spirit to a secret

lace where, unubserved, she mizht gce the

nny “people, who bhad their tails split so that
they might walk on them.” The mermaid
offered 1% make the old man young again, but
he refused; nor would he obey hier wish, to visit
her home under the waves,

To a valley near Perranzabuloe, by ‘“the buried
church of the sands,” there 15 & still wilder tra.
dition. The wife of & yeoman named Penna
while bathing her infant daughter in a pool
sinid the arched rocks o! Perrsn, suddenly saw
the child, a8 10 ln & paroxysm of on. leap " frowm

her arms, and deappear in the water. The
mother's terror and agony were sooun, hewever,
removed by the babe swimming up to the
gurfuce of the watwer swmilmg, and brighter
and  more beautiful  than  beore,  Toe
mother saw no difference i the child, but the
old ¢rones in the village at oncedubbed it a mer-
maid's t‘hlllﬁl‘ling. Years prased away as they
are in the Lubivof passing, sud Selina Pepns
grow, up & besutilul woman, The squire's
nephew, urged by the prajses of s malevolent
man, a rejected puitor of her mother's, saw her,
{¢1l in love with her, and sedoced ber. Broken-
hienrted ut her disgrace, she died, and wis buried
in the churehyard on the sands, The night alter
a revel, the squire’s nephew (Walter Trowoole),
straying on the sands, Leard a voice singing »
dirge, and passing round » rock, discovered n
beautyiul woman sealed st the mouth of a
cnvern, Bhe wns hike his buried love, but she
disappenred when he seized her by the hand.
On another visit to the same cavern, the malden,
us o addressed hor, turned into & mecmaad, who
selzed him in her mrms, A storm rose, the
waves broke round the rock, and Wal er Tre-
woole fow A too late that the vengeance of the
water-spinits had overipken am, Sill the mer-
mald olasped him, till the ron washed thom both
io the highest pinnaecle of the roeks, and then
bore them out to the ocean, That night, during
the tiercest of the storm, the watersplrite were
reen tossing from oune to another the corpse of
the seducer and destrover of one of thelr race,

The Cornish fairies are leas  sprightly
snd more  malevolent  than  those of
Devonehire, There ww five species of Cornish

miree—the Small people; the Sprigguns, the
ghosts of the giants who guard treasure; the
Piskies, misohievous spritea who mislead travol.
lers, andd rido the farmers' horses; the Knockers,
or mine spirits; aud the Browneys, or domestio
spritca.

The Small people are by some supposed to be
the otd Druids, gradually beeomioe smaller and
smaller, beeavse they will not rénounce their
idolatry. Thev resemble the elves of Seandinavia
in many of their atiribotes, Others imagine
them to be the spirits of the old iuhabitauts of
Cornwall who lived eenwuries beiore the birth of
Christ. Too bad tor hewven, too good for hell,
they are condemned to romaiu on earth, und Lo
grow smaller and smaller, till they turn into
ants, and then perish.

The lrish beve almost the same belief, only
they say that the fairies are a portion of the
fnilen aneels, who, less guilty than the rest,
were suflered to undergo a finul state of proba-
tion. At Bt. Ives there is a tradition of a poor
woman, who lived on one of the hills near
Zenor church-tower, being Intrusted by the
fairies with & child to nuree. By using some
water 1o wasn her eyes with Lo & magie ewar,
supplied by the child’'s father, she became pos-
gegsad o1 the power of seeing the iniries any-
where and at all times, Detecting the fairy
futher stealing fruit at St Ives' market, her

wer beenme known, and the fairies put oul

er right eyve, "hen shie got home the bov was
one, und from that hour she and her hugband
JecAme poor,

Berofuloug children, In Cornwall, are often
supposcd o be changelines, Some thirly years
gince o poor woman of the hamlet of Treonise
lost her little boy In & wood. It was found
some days after, nsleep on a bed of fern. By s
own necount e had been lared into the centre
of the wood by hn,mrlmluml music. Falling
asleep, & beautiful lady appeared, and had led
him through the palaces of Fairvland. The
Gump of 8r, Just has alwiys bren notorious as
the revelling ground of the sSmalt People, On
one ocepsion an old miner hid himself near the
gump, in hopes ol seizing some ol the fairy
treasure, At the due time he saw the hill open
10 the sound of musi:, Every blude of grass
was hung with colored glow-worm lamps, every
turze bush sparkled with little stars, Presently
appeared innumerable courtiers, soldiers, mus)-
e[uun. und crowds of servants bearing vessels of
sllver and gold, snd cups hollowed out of
jewels, Last of all, on threnes, carried on =
platiorm, came & young prince and princess.
As the marringe feasl began, the eold
man gtole round to the back of the mound,
to get nearer for a  gight wt  the roynl
table. To  his  surprise, the mound
was dirk there, and as he looked over the hil-
lock, he was startled by seeing thousands of
littie eyes all intently and wmischievously fixed
on him, Berewing up his courage, he took off
his hat, and raised it to cover the &rlnce, prin-
cess, and their little table of gold plate, when n
shrill whistle was heard—his hand remained
motionless in the air, and the banquet dizap-

eared, There was a buzz round him, as of a

ight ot nngry bees, and trom head to foot he
was pricked nod pinched, Then he rolled down
the mound, snd lay speechless, his arms aud
legs, like i;ulll\'er'u, secured by thousands of
little silken strings, As the moon shone out he
saw o fairy, no l.n.riher than a dyagon-fiy, stamp-
fug on bis no=e, and danciug with glee, When
the sun arose e found that be Lad been tied to
the pround by gosssmer webs, He shook him-
self, and was free.  Wet, cold, and sulky, he re-
turned home to tell his misfortune to his friends.
This was a fairy weddiog; but a fisherman of
Lelant had once the good fertunc 1o see the
fuperal of & queen of the fairies. He was return.
ing Irom 81, fwa lnden with pilchards, when he
heard the bell of Lelant Church toll as il it was
muflled, Making his way over the waste and
bills of blown =and, he looked in at a window
and say that the building was illumiaated. The
furies dug o little hole near the sacrament table,
and placed in it the body of their queen, throw-
iug in vpon it flowers and myrile branches
When the mourners began to shriek, the fisher-
man involuntarily shrieked too. Instantiy the
lights were extioguished, and the introder wus

ursued, and pricked and pinecbed till he had
eft the little folk far behind in hie maddeoned
flight,

Theee Small Pco;i‘--,tcm.arr_mmcli'nu asthiey-
ish as they are mischievous. Not many years since
# tavorite yred-and-white cow of a furmer at Bos-
frapcan ceased to give her usnal quantity of
milk. On the evening of one midsummer's day.
the dairymmd who had miked thie cow plucked
a handful of ciover to put on her hat to steady
the bucket. Among this clover there happencd
to be 4 stem with four lesves; this gave the
girl power to see the Small People. When she
lo( ked there were thousande of them tilling
buttercups and foxglove Howers from the milk,
and laughing and drinking as they gathered
their stolen beverage. By ner mother's advice
the dalrymaid instantly rubbed the cow’s ndder
with teh brive, to scare the Bmall People, The
cow mnever ylelded much milk siter that,
but pined away, and nothing throve with the
farmer,

The little green spots between the calrns, near
the Logan Kook, are ealled 'The 3mall People's
Garden.” On summer nights music 1= heard
there, and hundreds of liftle lighta are
geen moving among them. Far out at sea the
fishermen smell the scent, By day the flowers
turn to mere ferns and sea-pinks. Bometines
the fairies hold fwire. Some miners saw one
opce at Bal Lane, Germoe. Next day one of
them, as he told the storv in the mine, fell down
the *“*bob pit,” and was kitled. His eompanion,
who ealled fairiee “wicked, spitetul devils,”
wits thrown down stairs, and dreadiully bruised,
In many fuiry stories, as in “The Adventurves of
Uherry of Zennor,™ a pretty country girl ls hired
by @ fairy to nurse his child, Begmled into
Fairyland, where all i& sunshine, and flowers
“erow spontaneons In the open nir,” she gene-
rally contrives 1o steal some fairy olntwent,
anpolnting her eyes wilth which, she is enabled
to eee the fairies, and all their mischievous

ranks, The theft is discovered, and she i

nithed to earth, where she sometimes pines or
becomes crazed. In the tawous case of Anue
Jefferies, a laborer's daughter at Bt Teath,
16268-1698, who described her adventures in
Fnirylamj, the existence of fits Is suflicient to
show that the girl wae either very discased or a
grent liar,

But the Cornwall Celte have wilder stories
then those of the faries' pranks, They belleve
in the Demon-horse that tempts benighted tra.
vellers to mount it; they tell of s suicide ghost
rising from its grave on the eross roads, and
leaping ugo behind & drunken farmer, who had
shouted it. At Boscean, the well-known
pﬂ!tre Bridegroom legend prevails, In the

ormish story, however, the tmh:;:g{l girl 1s
saved by a blackemith, who, with a red-hot iron,
burns her dress from the hold of the spectre,

Even In the present century, however, wild
beliefs Lave sprung up In Ignorant parts of

Cormwall, just as fungi spring up inevitabl
from damp and decay. A woman named Sarab
Polgrain, who had lived at Ludgvan, was hung
ut Bodmin for the murder of her husband, &
crimoe fo which #he had been in¢tigated b{l
horse-dealer, known in the district as Yorkshire
Jack. On the scaffold the man appearad, and
kiezed hie paramour before the boll was drawn.
It was snid that be had there promised to join
ber aiter death, The horse-deénler went (o son,
and on his return from the Mediteranesn in a
fruitebip, was wached off the deck by an enor:
movs and superonturial wave, and presently, in
s lighining clond, the sallors saw the Devil,
Sarah Polgrain, and Yorkshire Jack pass away
out of sight. Had weather in Ludgvan i still
atiributed to the axertions of Sarnh Polgrain,

There is a curlous superstition also st Gorn-
hilly, on the lizard promontory. On a large,
lonely plece of water there, known as “‘Crolt
Pasco-Pool,'" there is sometimes seon by night a
ghostly vessel with 1ng-=uils spread, "The Ghost
of Rorowarne” datos trom the retgn of Jumes I,
when Exckiel Crosse, a low atwraey, fraundu-
Jently obtained the estate, The ghost of one of
the Rosewarnes appeared to hin as an old man,
and led him to s cairn containing troasure. lIe
ueed to apponr to Crosso constantly afterwards
when Lo was dining with his Iriends, to whom
he had always to represent the ghost me an
idhotic and denl and dumb intruder. Worn out
at lnst by this spiritual persecution, the attorney
surrendered the ill-gotten estate to a person of
the ghost's showing. Crosse eventually, it is
snld, destroyed bimscolf, and the ghoss appeared
urd rejolced as the bad man's funeral was puss-
ing by the trensure calrn,

t us now turn to the legends of the miners,
#ince two-thirds ol the Corntshmen spend half
their deys underground. All tin workers belhieve
in “the Knockers,” or *'Buceas,” spirits who In-
diente productive lodes by blows with invisible
pieks and sledges. They are supposed to be the
ghosts ot tnoso old Jews who crucided our Lord,
and were seot as «laves by the Roman emperors
to work the Corpish mines. It 18 cortain thst
Jews tnrmed the mines in the days of the early
Norman kings. The miners say they often see
livile imps dancing and tumbling about the
mine timber when they come to work., Every
mine hag its own tradition. At Wheal Vor, a
white rubbit always sppears in one of the engine-
bouses belore a fatal accident; It has been oiten
chasoed, but never csught.  About thirty yours
#ipee, at the sume mine, u man and a Yoy were
blown to pieces while blasting, The engineman,
shacked st the mere fragment® of flesh that were
alone lett, took them on a shovel, snd threw
them Into the blaxing furnace. From that tima,
the enegineman declared that troops of little
black dc haunted the place, whether it was
open or shut: and it was tound difficult to get
men enough to work the machine.

At Whent Jewel, a dead hand nsed to be scen
carrying a lighted candls, and moving up and
down the ladders, It appeared after a rather
bad tellow bad fallen down tho mine, and been
killed, After asuicide at Polbreen mine, near
Bt. Agnes Bencon, n voice n=ed to sppear begml-
ing the workmen. On one ocession, however,
it wercitully calied two men from a level where
o mass of rock soon alter fell,

The fishermen round the wild headlands of
Cornwall bave their legends also; lor smilors,
Hiving s they do, on an element (ull of myate-
ries, arg proverbinlly superstitions, A pilot st
St, Ives told My, Hunt 4 story of how one mid-
night, strolling on the whar! to watoh a vess el,
afterwards wrecked, that he had to take ioto
Hayde, be saw a man, who refused to speak,
leaning against a post. On looking closer, the
pilot saw that there were pieces of seaweed and
elick in his whiskers; that the flesh of his luce
and bands looked as If it were parbolled; and
that us he walked the water “squashed” in his
shoes. The pilot was i1l six months from the
Inght oceasioned by this apparition.  All wlong
the Cornish coast the phantom ship is also
thoroughly believed in. Years ago, a vessel
mude signals of distress to the westward of St
Ives’ Head, On reaching the ship, which was
schooner-rigged, and had a light over her
bowe, one of the sallors made o grasp at her
bulwarks, in order to leap on hoard; but
his hand met nothang solid, and he fell back nto
the boat as the nhlﬂ and hghts disappeared. The
next morning & London vessel was wrecked at
Gwithiau, nud all un board perished. The Phan-
tom Laghts—called by the sallors “Juck Harry's
lights"—are generally secn betore a gale, and
the ship beheld resembles the one that is subee-
quently wrecked,

AL Tortheurno Cove, near the Logan Stone,
there i» sometimes gceu, when the mists are
rising from the murshes, n black square-rigeed
vessel, with no one on board, that glides over
the snnds to Bodelan and Chygwiden, and there
vanishes, On whoever sees 1, ill-luck is sure to
fall. The Dead Ship is another superstition pecu-
iar to Cornwall. Yeurs ago a pirate, too wicked
even for his companions, wae put on shore in
the Pries's’ Cove, near Cape Cornwall. Settling
al Tregaseal, the wretch lived by wrecking—
beguiling vessels with false lights, and murder-
ing those who escaped the waves, When this
man lay dying, a black vessel, with all bher sails
gel, wis seen coming into the land agsinst wind
mui tide; but as the man tell back and died, it
bore out to sea ngain in o whirlwind, and sur-
rounded by lghtning. At the funeral, a Llack
pig suddenly joined in the procession, When
the men reached the church stile, the storm
ugain broke out, and the bearers, leaving the
coflin without the churchyard stile, rushed into
the church far safety. Then came a blaze nnd
flush ten times fiercer than the rest, and the
coflin was seen to fly burning through the air,

The huge pgreensione rocks of an island uear
8t, Ives are connected with a curious superstj.
tion., Bome years ago a vessel was wreeked
there, The men who went off o the rescue
found on bourd a lady, who held u child in her
arms, She refuced Lo part with her charge: and
in drawivg her by 4 rope irom the vessel o the
boat, the child was lost in the boiling waters,
On recovering her eenses, and hesring of the
child's death, the lady pined away, and soon
after dled, Shortly atter ber buriad, however,
Der gpirit was seen o puss over the wall of the
churchynrd, traverse the bench, and walk on to
the islund. There she #pent hours looking among
the rocks, and as day broke, réturned to the
land, and dlrappeared pesr ber grave. When
the nighte are very wmpestnous or durk, she
carries & corpse-light ror & lantern; but on tine
nights she makes her search without a light
Thie spparition is supposed to predict disasiors
to seimen,

Nor are the bardy enilors of Cornwall without
olher cwens and warnings, The parte of the
shore where wrecks have takeu place are often
haunted, At vight, betore the coming of gtormes,
the volees of dead saitlors are heard calling thelr
OWE Dues,

Forth Towan is the seene of & wild beliet, A
fshcrman walking one night oo the sandz, when
all was silent, except the hp and whigper of the
tde, distinetly heard avolee from the sca, ey-
elniming three times:—*"The beur is come, but
not the mun!™” At that moment & binck tigur
appeared on the top ol the clit, then rushed im.
petuously down Lhe steep path, over 1he siuds,
and was lost in the seq,

Yery often local phenopenn have given rise
1o superstitions intended to sccount for them.
At Bennen Cove there is sometimes seen & band
of opatrw‘mi.qty Yipor that stretchies sceross the
bay. It is supposed to be a warning to ftisher.
men not to venture out, ae it was always 1ol
lowed by a severe stormn, Once when it ap-
peared, & wicked old psherman, secing the
weather still fine, ventured out, sud beat the
fog with a flail, to drive away the “hooper,” as
he implously #sid. The boat passed through
the bar of thick fog and went tosea; buta
storm soon after roge, and it never refurned.

The *“wraith.” as the Scotch call such au ap-
parition, & not nncommon in Cornwall.

It foretells the death of the person it resem-
bles. They tell a story ol & wraith of this kind
that wae geen forty years ago by a smuggling
turmer st Newlyn., A boat laden with ankers
of epirits was starting st Mullion Cove for New-
